If th is 
is y ou r first h ome-decorating assig nment, y ou r local sewing center 
wfll g iv e y ou sewing tips. 
Th ere are two major reasons for u nkempt closets: u nattractiv e- 
aes-s and lack of org anization. If y ou r dau g h ter’s present closet is 
Oral and dark, it’s no wonder sh e feels no compu nction to keep it 
SXrttied u p. 
Remedy th is by painting th e inside of th e closet a ch eerfu l color 
Rux will h armonize with th e walls of th e room and with th e 
jr-v rssory fabric y ou h av e ch osen. 
Install an electric lig h t in th e 
rfrset. too, tc eliminate g roping in th e dark. 
Uwn set abou t making closet accessories th at will encou rag e 
y ou r- dau g h ter to h av e “a place for ev ery th ing , and ev ery th ing in 
place.”

Ter th ese accessories, wh ich sh ou ld inclu de sh ou lder cov ers, 
g arment bag s, sh oe bag s and h at box es, u se a wash able cotton 
fabric in g ay print or plaid. It’s a g ood idea to m ake certain th e 
material is sanforized, to av oid th e bu g aboo of sh rinkag e. 
Sh ou lder cov ers sh ou ld be sh aped to fit th e cloth es h ang ers. 
Leng th sh ou ld be from six to 10 inch es; width depends u pon th e 
bu lk of th e g arment to be cov ered. 
Garment bag s for best dresses are h andy and attractiv e storag e 
compartments. Th ey are made in th e same way as sh ou lder cov ers, 
b a t are fu ll leng th of dress or coat Wh en seaming front and back 
pieces tog eth er, leav e one side open for snaps or a slide fastener. 
For th ose ch erish ed g old or silv er slippers, m ake indiv idu al sh oe 
bag s 
Cu t th e fabric larg e enou g h to allow, for a drawstring top; 
tS» bag can th en h ang neatly from its string s on a cloth es h ook at 
th e back of th e closet. 
Dark tissu e paper, wrapped arou nd th e 
Aces before th ey are pu t in th e bag , will h elp protect th em from 
tarnish . 
To keep th e closet floor u nclu ttered, make a sh oe bag for th e 
*rsde of th e door. 
Th is sh ou ld inclu de a back section 18 inch es 
wide, and enou g h fabric strips, reinforced with cardboard or bu ck­ 
ram, sewed on at interv als, to form pou ch es for fou r to six pairs 
ml sh oes. 
A cov ered h at box is nex t on th e list. Make a paper pattern by 
Dwdbcg th e box . Add a h alf-inch all arou nd for seam allowance.
